proved for the purposes of interstate 


and foreign commerce upon a consist- 
ent, unified plan, swings far into the 
questionable policy of the Federal Goy- 
ernment’s not merely exercising the pre 
rogative of determining whether or not 
a proposed bridge or a dam for power 
purposes will interfere with navigation, 
but also deriving a revenue from the 
capital and

That policy, readily becoming prece- 
dental and, indeed, already shadowed 


in some respects as to irrigation of arid 
lands, reclamation of overflowed lands 
and exploitation of timber and mineral 
wealth, concerns immediately the treat- 
ment of streams at or about their fall 
line. The second suggestion, carrying 
one to the very headsprings of streams, 
assumes that expert testimony to the 
effect that the regulation of the flow of 
streams and their navigability are de-

Perhaps a middle and safe course be-

Now, I am not attempting to say any 
thing detrimental to the unions, for I be

produce. If the labor unions would in-

trades would make this idea one of their 
cardinal principles, it would remove the 
principal objection that employers of labor 
entertain against them. 

If it is true as charged, which has been 
borne out by statements made and pub- 
lished, which so fas as I know have never 
been denied or refuted, that some trades 
uphold reckless and incomeptent fellow- 
workmen, object to their discharge on ac- 
count of these shortcomings and will re- 
sort to strikes to compel reinstatement of 
these incompetent workmen who are a dis- 
grace to their calling, it naturally follows 
that the standard of efficiency in those 
shops is lowered to the level of the incom- 
petent workmen. There is no incentive for 
an ambitious, conscientious man to strive 
to fit himself for greater efficiency and ex- 
pertness in his trade, as he is chained 
down or chained to the incompetent man

If the order of railroad engineers and 
conductors would devote, say, a part of 
their time at their annual meetings to the 
discussion of railroad accidents and invite 
train dispatchers and superintendents to 
meet and join in this discussion, giving it 
full swing, dwell on the causes of those 
coming under their respective observation 
and knowledge, no doubt much good would 
result therefrom. 

Another idea suggests itself. Railroad 
officials of all the roads should inaugurate 
a system of keeping a complete record of 
all railroad accidents and their causes, and 
include in this connection the names of the 
engineers, conductors and flagmen in con- 
trol of the trains and publish them at least 
once a year in their office for the inspec- 
tion of the railroad men of each division. 
When an conductor should 
leave the services of one road to accept or 
solicit employment with another road he 
should be required to secure from the 


engineer or 


former employer a complete list of such 
accidents as stand charged against him, 
if any. If he was required to carry with 
him this record and produce it whenever 
and wherever he sought employment it 
would have a tendency to inspire compe- 
tent and careful men to greater efficiency 
and eventually force out the incompetent. 
Many engineers have the mechanical skill 
and natural ability, but lack in some other 
way—watchfulness, ete. 
Unless the demand for shorter hours 
and more pay is accompanied with greater 
efficiency, skill and ambition to further 
the interests of the employer the general 
public as well as the employer will suffer 
in poorer made goods, machinery and pub- 
lie service. 

High wages, such as have prevailed in 
the South during the past few years, have 
upon the whole been a curse to the aver- 
age skilled and unskilled mechanic and 
workmen. Theré’s not 10 per cent. of 
them that lay up a single dollar at the end 
of the year, and many have acquired in- 
jurious habits that continually call for 
spending money, but are also impairing 
their health and usefulness.

INQUIRIES FOR SPOT. 


A Notable Feature of the Birming- 
ham Iron Market. 





[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record. } 
Birmingham, Ala., April 27. 

The iron market the past week wore the 
appearance of “something doing,” and it 
did not belie its appearance. Considering 
the conditions surrounding it, it held its 
own very well. There was no recession in 
prices, and, as far as can be learned, there 
were no sales in the Birmingham district 
at the figures kindly stated by “authori- 
ties” (outsiders) as being prevalent here. 
No one here will confess to any sales on a 
basis below $12 for No. 2 foundry, while 
our market is so quoted by those who are 
not in touch with it. The sales reported 
by the trade here clearly show that $12 
for No. 2 foundry is now and has been the 
minimum price for the week, and that 
sales have been made as high as $13 for 
that grade. The sales made and which are 
reported here show that one interest sold 
during the week 7000 tons, which they 
state was practically on a $13 basis for 
No. 2 foundry. The most of these sales 
was of a special brand that usually com- 
mands a premium, and it was pretty well 
distributed. Four lots of 1000 tons each 
went to different buyers. To a Southern 
buyer 1000 tons went, while the remain- 
der was distributed to Indiana, Chicago 
and other Western points. Some of it was 
for prompt delivery and some of it was 
for deferred delivery. The Sloss Company 
reports a demand sufficient to absorb its 
current make, and it reports an inquiry 
greater than has been prevailing. Its sales 
were made on a basis of $12.50 down to 
$12 for No. 2 foundry. It sold 100 tons 
of gray forge at $10.75 net, which equals 
$11 regular. There was one sale of 100 
tons of gray forge previously made by 
others at $10.50. But when other orders 
came in it was discovered that this grade 
was in great scarcity and very near all of 
it was controlled by one interest. That- 
stiffened the market for that grade, and it 
was at once advanced 25 and 50 cents, and 
there were sales at the advance.
